Washington, Nov. 16.—Prof. Har- 


vey \V. Wiley, chief of tho bureau of 
chemlxtry of the agricultural depart- 
ment, who has personal charge of tho 
Importation of adulterated food prod- 
ucts Into the United States, will be In 
New York during the coming week to 
•arrange for the Increase of his carps 
ot expert chemists on duty at the ap- 
praisers' warehouse. 


"We have gono far enough to know 


that the act as a whole Is thoroughly 
•atlsfactory. both In its wording and 
In the powers which It confers," said 
Dr. Wiley. "We are receiving the ac- 
tive collaboration .of the Importers of 
the country, who are requiring of 
their agents In foreign 'countries a 
strict compliance with the provisions 
ot the law and Inserting In their con- 
tracts a proviso that any expense at- 
tending a violation of the law or pen- 
alty Imposed shall be borne by tbc 
consignor or shipper. 


Importers Uphold the Law. 


"I hnvo received letters from fully 


twenty of the lending Importers of 
New York city upholding the law, and 
in each case the firm has had some 
articles of merchandise, purchased 
abroad, held up. Tht-se Importers,did 
not know It, and they In turn have 
unwittingly committed a fraud upon 
tho American consumer. 


"A part of the law we are giving 


pome attention. An amendment about 
which little has been said Is that 
•which authorizes us to examine and Is- 
sue certificates upon domestic prod- 
ucts sent abroad. This Is not obliga- 
tory upon the exporter, however, but 
in many Instances our own exporters 
have taken advantage of tho provision 
and accompanied their exports with 
tho certificate of tho agricultural de- 
partment."

WOULD REVISE TREATY. 


Rush-Bagot Pact Limits Warships on 


the Great Lakes. 


Washington, Nov. 6.—Fresh water 


sailors recruited from the vast middle 
West and trained on the great lakes 
promise to become a highly Important 
factor in the United States navy of the 
future. 
To aid In their development 


there Is a stro-«t feeling in Washing- 
ton that the Rush-hagot treaty of 1817, 
which limits to almost nothing the 
naval force of Great Britain and the 
United States on tho great lakes, 
could be so revised, or Its Interpreta- 
tion EO agreed upon, that warships 
•tillable for training purposes may be 
permitted to cruise the great Inland 
sens, where storms rise quickly enough 
and the sea waves are sufficiently 
heavy to give the raw recruit ample 
opportunity to acquire tho "sea habit." 


The proposed naval training station 


at Lake Bluff afford* an excellent site 
for shore barracks and a drill ground 
and it possesses a first rato harbor, 
where tho recruits may be trained IB 
ships cutters. 
But this Is the limit 


for training1 facilities on water unless 
the- Rush-Bagot agreement Is altered.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 1C.—The 


department of agriculture, In Its of- 
ficial "Crop Reporter" for November, 
announces that tho Indications are 
that tho world has entered on a new 
era in tho production of sugar cano. 
The 
department 
quotes estimates 


placing the total sugar production ot 
thj world In tho year 1903-4 at 10.425,- 
800 tons of 2,240 pounds each, Includ- 
ing 4,342,800 tons of cane sugar and 
6,083,000 tons of beet sugar. "During 
the past five years," It says as to cane 
sugar, "the world's output 
of this 


product has Increased from 3,000,000 
to upward of 4,000,000 tons, quantita- 
tively the greatest Increase over made 
In an>; llvo year period In the history 
of this Industry." 
The report says 


that about 70 per cent of tho cane 
sugar ot tho world Is now annually 
produced on tropical and semi-tropical 
islands. Tho prospective output for 
1903-04 of the leading cano. producers, 
Culm and Java, constitutes 45 
cunt of the world's cane sugar.

former president contracted the debt 
and stole the money.

ever, the United States and Santo Do- 
mingo signed a protocol whereby tho 
claim was to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. 
But after that event the Was 


7 Gil government declined to carry out 
the provisions of the protocol. 


Mr. Powell made several demands 


that the government fulfill Its obliga- 
tions. While the rebels were hurling 
shell and shot Into the city and Its 
forts .last Thursday President Wos y 
Gil notified Mr. Powell that It would 
carry out the protocol and appoint 
arbitrators as therein provided. This 
act. it Is said, will bind the revolu- 
tionists to tho compact should they 
overthrow the present regime of tho 
republic. 


Claim Is Old. 


Practically the whole of the claim 


•was contracted by Ulysses Heureaux, 
tho Nero of Santo Domingo, who came 
Into power In 18S2 and war president, 
congress, conxtltutton, law and the 
courts for eighteen years, or until ho 
•was assassinated by Ramon Caceres, 
•whose father had been poisoned fif- 
teen years earlier by Heureaux' or- 
ders. 
Heureatyc Involved tho coun- 


try in debt and in 1892 the Santo Do- 
mingo Improvement company was or- 
ganized by Americans to assist him. 
Tho company loaned him vast sums 
and was showered with presidential 
favors and given a monopoly of the 
nation's business. 
. All the Improvements In the island 


•were nmdn by this company, which, 


to Insure repayment of loans made to 
Heureaux. wr.a allowed to admlnlHter 
the nation's finances, colloct tho rev- 
enues and provide the budget of JCO,- 
000 a month. 


Robs the Treasury. 


Jlmlnc/. came 
Into 
power 
after 


Heureaux and the robberies of the 
public treasury by the republic's Nero 
come to light. They caused a revolu- 
tion, Jim Inez was exiled and Horatio 
Vasqucz became president. From that 
time until now the government has 
been trying to repudiate tho claims of 
the American syndicate. 


United States Minister Powell's vic- 


tory is doubly disheartening to many 
stanch supporters of tho government 
because of other straits In which It 
finds Itself. Jlminoz has regained In- 
fluence, though absent, and his forces 
beset the capital.

WEEK'S FORECAST. 


Outline of. the Program In the 'Sen- 


ate and House. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—The 
dally 


sessions of the senate during the' pres- 
ent week will be brief, and another ad- 
journment will be taken on Thursday 
or Friday until the following Monday. 
The work of introducing bills and of 
presenting petitions will go forward, 
but with the exception of the Cuban 
bill neither bills nor petitions will bo' 
taken up In committee nor discussed 
during the week. There Is an under- 
standing that the new convention with 
Panama will not be transmitted to 
the senate until the beginning of the 
regular session of congress In Decem- 
ber. 
It Is expected the Cuban bill 


will bo received from the house Fri- 
day, and it IH probable a session will 
be held on that day In order that tho 
bill irfay bo referred to the committed 
on foreign relations, which will begin 
its consideration at once. The com- 
mittee on military affair* will meet 
during the week to consider the-nomi- 
nation of Gen. Wood, and ns soon as 
practicable after .the committee re- 
ports on It the question of confirma- 
tion will be brought before tho senate 
in executive session. 


The bill making effective the Cu- 


ban reciprocity convention reported 
by the ways and means committee will 
be taken up In tho house Monday and 
disposed of Thursday. Mr. Payne of 
New York, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, will ask the house 
as soon as it convenes Monday to be- 
gin Its consideration. A rule will be 
reported by the committee on rules 
providing for a vote at 4 p. m. Thurs- 
day without Intervening motion. On 
the adoption of the rule the house will 
go Into committee of the whole and 
discussion of the bill will be begun. 
The rule cutting off amendments will 
be opposed by the Democrats In order' 
that an amendment may be offered 
striking out the differential on refined 
sugar and eliminating the five-year 
clause, but under a caucus resolution 
the Democratic members are to vote 
for the bill either "upon the adoption 
or rejection of thevamendment."
